FIRST  SUNDAY  IN  THE  MONTH. 


The  Minister  commences  the  Service  by  laying  tlie  open  Word  upon  the 
desk,  and  announcing  the  Order  for  the  Sunday  of  the  month  ; — then 
all  kneeling  down,  he  repeats  the  following  (or  some  similar) 

INVOCATION. 

NTO  thee  will  I  cry,  O  Lord  my  Rock ;  be  not  silent  to  me  : 


Yy  lest,  if  thou  be  silent  to  me,  I  become  like  them  that  go  down 
into  the  pit.  Hear  the  voice  of  my  supplications,  when  I  cry  unto 
thee,  when  I  lift  up  my  hands  toward  thy  holy  oracle.  Draw'  me  not 
away  wdth  the  wicked,  and  with  the  -workers  of  iniquity,  which  speak 
peace  to  their  neighbors,  but  mischief  is  in  their  hearts.  Ps.  xxviii. 

Then  all  standing.  Minister  and  people  will  read  responsively  the  following 


SUPPLICATION. 


I  SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that  I  sin  not  with  my 
tongue :  I  will  keep  my  mouth  wdth  a  bridle,  while  the  wdcked 
is  before  me. 

Peo.  I  was  dumb  with  silence  ;  I  held  my  peace  even  from  good  ; 
and  my  sorrow  was  stirred. 

Min.  My  heart  w'as  hot  within  me  ;  while  I  was  musing  the  lire 
burned  :  then  spake  I  with  my  tongue. 

P.  Lord,  make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the  measure  of  my 
days,  what  it  is  ;  that  I  may  know  how  frail  I  am. 
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M.  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  an  handbreadth  ;  and  mine 
age  is  as  nothing  before  thee  :  verily  every  man  at  his  best  estate  is 
altogether  vanity. 

P.  Surely  every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shcAv  :  surely  they  are 
disquieted  in  Amin  :  he  heapeth  up  riches,  and  knoAveth  not  Avho  shall 
gather  them. 

M.  And  noAV,  Lord,  Avhat  Avait  I  for  ?  my  hope  is  in  thee. 

P.  Deliver  me  from  all  my  transgressions :  make  me  not  the 
reproach  of  the  foolish. 

M.  I  Avas  dumb,  I  opened  not  my  liiouth  ;  because  thou  didst  it. 

P.  Remove  thy  stroke  aAvay  from  me  :  I  am  consumed  by  the 
l)loAV  of  thine  hand. 

M.  When  thou  Avith  rebukes  dost  correct  man  for  iniquity,  thou 
makest  bis  beauty  to  consume  aAvay  like  a  moth  :  surely  CAmry  man 
i.>  vanity. 

P.  Hear  my  prayer,  0  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto  my  cry  ;  hold  not 
thy  peace  at  my  tears  :  for  I  am  a  stranger  AAuth  thee,  and  a  sojourner, 
as  all  my  fathers  Avere. 

M.  0  spare  me,  that  I  may  recover  strength,  before  I  go  hence, 
and  be  no  more.  [Ps.  xxxix. 

P.  Judge  me,  0  God,  and  plead  my  cause  against  an  ungodly 
nation  :  0  deliver  me  from  the  deceitful  and  unjust  man. 

M.  For  thou  art  the  God  of  my  strength  ;  Avhy  dost  thou  cast  me 
off?  Avhy  go  I  mourning  because  of  the  oppression  o^*  the  enemy  ?

M.  Then  Avill  I  go  unto  the  altar  of  God,  unto  God  my  exceeding 
joy  :  yea,  upon  the  harp  Avill  I  praise  thee,  0  God  my  God. 

P.  Why  ai't  thou  cast  doAvn,  0  my  soul  ?  and  Avhy  art  thou  dis¬ 
quieted  Avithiu  me  ?  hope  in  God  :  for  I  shall  yet  praise  him,  who  i» 
the  health  of  my  countenance,  and  my  God.  [Ps.  xliii.

BOND  OF  FELLOWSHIP  OF  THE  CHURCH  UNIVERSAL. 
HERE  are  three  Essentials  of  the  Church : — I.  The  acknowl- 


edgment  of  the  Divinity  of  the  Lord. — II.  The  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  the  Holiness  of  the  Word,  and — III.  The  life  which  is 
called  Charity. 

According  to  the  life  which  is  Charity  every  man  has  faith ;  from 
the  "Word  he  has  a  knowledge  of  what  the  life  must  be  ;  and  from  the 
Lord  he  has  reformation  and  salvation. 

That  there  may  he  a  Church,  there  must  he  Doctrine  from  the 
Word  :  since  without  doctrine  the  Word  is  not  understood.  But 
doctrine  alone  does  not  make  the  church  with  a  man,  but  a  life 
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according  to  it.  It  follows  hence,  that  faith  alone  does  not  make  the 
church  ;  but  a  life  of  faith,  which  is  charity.  Genuine  doctrine  is  the 
doctrine  of  charity,  and  at  the  same  time  of  faith ;  and  not  the 
doctrine  of  faith  without  the  former :  for  the  doctrine  of  charity,  and 
of  faith  at  the  same  time,  is  the  doctrine  of  life  ;  but  not  the  doctrine 
of  faith  without  the  doctrine  of  charity. 

They  who  are  without  the  church,  and  acknowledge  one  God. 
and  live  according  to  their  religion  in  a  certain  charity  towards  the 
neighbor,  are  in  communion  with  those  who  are  of  the  Church  ;  since 
nc  one  who  believes  in  a  God,  and  lives  well,  is  damned.  Hence  it 
is  manifest,  that  the  Lord’s  church  is  every  where  in  the  universal 
world  ;  although  in  particular  it  is  where  the  Lord  is  acknowledged, 
and  where  the  Word  is. 

Every  one  in  whom  the  church  is,  is  saved  ;  but  every  one  in  whom 
the  church  is  not,  is  condemned.  H.  D.  241-245.

That  there  is  one  God,  one  both  in  Essence  and  in  Person,  in 
Whom  is  a  Divine  Trinity,  called  the  Father,  the  Son,  and 
the  Holt  Spirit,  or  Divine  Love,  Divine  Wisdom,  and  Divine 
Power,  or  outflowing  Life  ;  thus  a  Trinity  not  of  Persons,  but  of  attri¬ 
butes  or  essentials,  distinct  and  at  the  same  time  united  in  Him,  like 
the  soul,  the  body,  and  the  proceeding  operation  or  activity  in  man  ; 
and  that  this  one  God  is  the  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  who  is 
Jehovah,  in  a  glorified  Human  Form. 

2.  That  the  Lord,  who  is  Jehovah,  Himself,  descended  from 
Heaven  as  Divine  Truth,  or  the  Word,  and  assumed  human  nature  ; 
and,  as  Uie  “  Word  made  flesh,’’’  combatted  and  subdued  the  powers  of 
hell,  thus  accomplishing  the  work  of  man’s  redemption :  and  by 
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uniting  at  the  same  time  His  human  nature  to  the  Divine,  continually 
keeps  the  infernal  powers  in  subjection,  and  imparts  the  benefits  of 
salvation  and  eternal  life  to  all  who  believe  in  Him,  and  live  according 
to  His  commandments.

so,  are  of  the  Lord  alone.
